| The cellar was a veritable sea of hot steam, 


yet it was necessary for the firemen to go 
down to save life and hokout for the boiler.

THEN JUDGE MOISE SENT MR, 
BUTLER TO JAIL.

District Attorney Butler Wanted to 
Wol Pros the Case of a 
Corrupt Councilman. 


New Orleans, November 26.—A sensation 
Was caused today by Judge Moise commit- 
ting District Attorney Butler to the par- 
ish prison for contempt of court. 

Friday last the district attorney filed a 
motion to nol pros the case of Henry 
Bier, convicted of perjury but not sen- 
tenced, the idea being to use Bier as 
an important state witness in another and 
more importan case, Judge Moise would 
not entertain the motion at the time, but 
deferred the matter until today, at the 
same time ordering subpoenas for the 
members of the grand jury that indicted 
and the petit jury which convicted Bier 
and who signed petitions asking a nol 
pros in the case. ° 

Judge Moise stated his object was to as- 
certain who drafted the petition and who 
was instrumental in obtaining signatures 
to them. The proceedings today were of 
a particularly lively character, - resulting 
in a good deal of explanation by District 
Attorney Butler as to his motives in desir- 
ing to enter the nol pros. Judge Moise 
was proceeding to cispose of the matter 
and said that had the attorney general 
offered to nol pros the Bier case he 
would probably have entertained the mo- 
tion. Mr. Butler angrily inquired whether 
the court intended to say that it would 
entertain a nol pros by the _ attorney 
general and not from the district attorney. 
Judge Moise replied that he did not deem 
it incumbent upon him to explain nls re- 
mark. 

Mr. Butler emphatically demamled to 
have the remark explained because it 
reflected upon his own course and mo- 
tives and he demanded to know what ‘he 
judge meant by it. Judge Moise then 


said that the reason why he would enter- 


tain a nol pros by the attorney general 
and not by the district attorney was be- 
cause the newspapers had been teeming 
with scandal about the district atturrey’s 
office and it mad been a subject ef public 
discussion, and he (the judge) had a right 
to be suspicious of his actions. It was 
true, Judge Moise said, that he had no 
positive evidence of the district attornev s 
gullt but his conduct had been a matter 
of investigation by the grand iury. Mr. 
Butler was greatly excited and said the 
court was traducing him and went on to 
say something else, using strong language 
denunciatory of the grand jury’s criticism 
when the judge reminded him he was in 
contempt and sentenced him to twenty- 
four hours in the parish prison. Mr. But- 
ler was soon afterwards taken to prison 
by the sheriff and is now serving his sen- 
tence.

Dana Last Night. 
THOUSANDS RESPONDED “YES” 


Mass Meeting Held at Cooper Union | 


Discussed Cuba. 


SENTIMENT UNANIMOUS FOR RECOGNITION 


“Freedom for Cuba Is Inevitable,” 
Said Congressman Sulzer—Was 
a Great Gathering. 


A 

New York, November 2%.—The causg/df 
Cuba’s patriots was the topic at a big mass 
meeting held in the hall of Cooper Union 
tonight. The meeting was under the au- 
spices of the Jose Marti club composed 
of Cubans. Dr. Henry Liacoln Winter 
introduced the Hon. Charles A. Dana, who 
Was a personal friend of Marti, as chair- 
man of the meeting. ‘ He eulogized Mr. 
Dana as the undying friend of Cuban 
liberty. Mr. Dana was received with a 
veritable whirlwind of applause, the en- 
tire audience rising and cheeriug again. 
When quiet had been restored Mr. Dana 
spoke as follows, his address being fre- 
quently interupted with applause: 

“My friends, Cubans, Americans: The 
warmth of your reception overwhelms ime. 
I feel that I have done nothing to earn 
such enthusiasm and such sympathy. I 
know that it is not a personal feeling. That 
very flash of each eye that I see before 
me expresses the spirit of liberty and 
the hope of independence for the fairest 
isle of the earth. And all enthusiasm, 
delighted as it is, and the soul in which 
it is kindled, is of no great value unless 
it is found on the great principle, liberty 
for all on God’s footstool. 

“My friends, it was one of the pileccs 
of great good fortune that have marked 
@ career not short that I knew Jose Marti. 
I knew him intimately. 1 worked with 
him side by side and gathered inspiration 
from the .deas that flashed from his un- 
quenchable soul. lle was a man of genius, 
he was a man of conviction, he was a man 
whose sympathies went over the whole 
range of humanity and sought for all 
the full opportunities of life. He died 
worthily. He died in the cause dearest 
to his heart, and we who came here to- 
night to recall his lovely character, to ad- 
mire his great qualtities and to feel that 
a man was consecrated wherever he went, 
may well be content to gaze upon his grave 
and to feel that he did not perish in vain. 
No man perishes who follows ideas such 
as he followed. 

‘“‘For Freedom’s battle once begun; 
Bequethed by bleeding sire to son, 
Though baffled oft, is ever won.”’ 

There was great cheering at this point 
and Mr. Dana had to pause a few mo- 
ments till the applause ceased. 

Liberty Has His Heart. 


‘‘And that grave of Marti, he resurned, 


“though it seems to mark the ‘failuré wid y 


disapp>dintment of his greatest aspirations 
is in itself a monument on the roadside 
along which Cub. marches to her great 
destiny of universa) happiness, progress, 
light, freedom. For my part, I can say 
that wherever liberty is sought there is 
my country; wherever a_ hand is raised 
or blow struck to secure the freedom of a 
people, there is my heart and all the aid 
that I can give shall be rendered as long 
as I live. 

“The freedom of Cuba is a cause that in- 
terests all mankind and it is a cause that 
specially interests all Americans, It is on 
the American continent, the last foothold of 
mediaeval despotism. It is the last dungeon 
in which the effort is perpetuated to im- 
prison the human mind and repress the 
energy of man. 

‘T cannot share that animosity against 
Snain which so many of my friends feel 
and which I know they fcel justly, .because 
that Spain did not make herself; she in- 
herited the dungeons and the institutions; 
she has inherited the despotic practices and 
what is more, she has inherited poverty. 
Where does she go for the treasure that is 
necessary to maintain her antiquated sys- 
tem? She cannot draw it from the pockets 
of the Spanish peasants; she must draw 
it from the rich vines of Cuba. But that 
excuse cannot justify ‘Spain and cannot 
justify the oppression, the tyranny and 
the wholesale plunder of that great and 
beautiful island by which Spain is to supply 
her own interests. 

“Cuba Must Be Free.’ 

‘So Cuba must be free.”’ 

The enthusiasm here reached fever heat 
and the audience seemed to have Jost con- 
trol of themselves under the syell of Mr. 
Dana’s oratory. Hats were fiung in the air 
and the women waved thee handkerchiefs 
in their enthusiasm. 

“So Cuba must be free,’’ continued Mr. 
Dana, ‘‘and Spain must be reduced to a 
system of forced economy. Mr. frierds, I 
will not detain you.longer. There are some 
letters to be read and after you will hear 
speeches from men whose hearts are fired 
with inspiration of freedom.”’ 

At the conclusion of Mr. Dana's speech 
letters of regret were read from General 
Russell A. Alger, of ‘Michizan; Albert W.

SAYS ANARCHY REIGNS IN CUBA.

RAILROAD MATTERS. 
The M. and N. G. May Be Extended to 
Atlanta. 

It is stated on good authority that the 
Marietta and North Georgia will be ex- 
tended to Atlanta. 

The recent sale of the road, which will 
unquestionably be confirmed in due season, 
medgns that the road has passed into the 
hands of parties who have determined to 
see the road built to Atlanta for connec- 
tion with the outside world. 

The New York Car Trust Investment 
Company bhought the road at the sale 
held a few days ago, but this is construed 
by those who knew the situation as the 
roundabout way of purchase for Mr. 
Thomas Carmichael, of London and New 
York. 

The price paid for the road was $956,- 
500, which is over $200,000 more than 
Zhe upset price as fixed by the cqurts. 
As is well known this price is paid on 
behalf of the bondholders of the road, as 
Mr. Carmichael is prominent among those 
bondholders, but it is thought that the 
sale was only a matter of form ats.d the 
current belief among railroad men is that 
the property will be sold again in the mear 
future to some party that will operate the 
road in a better way than it has been 
operated in the past. Of course, if the 
road is sold to other parties the sale will 
be private and outside of the courts, but 
the belief is common among all railroad- 
ers of the south that this valuable prop- 
erty will be purchased in the near future 
by some corporation that will take pos- 
session of it and run it in connection with 
some other system that has lately been 
tormed in the south. 

Mr. Carmichael has been interested in the 


property ever since Mr. George R. Kagan 
took hold and made it possible for the 
road to be completed. according to its orig- 
inal survey. : 

It is also known that Mr. Carmichael 
purchased sometime ago the Slucktown 
copper mines and began the operation of 
considerable mining property in the re- 
gion of country traversed by the Marietta 
and North Georgia. It is stated by those 
who are familiar with the workings of the 
railroad that more than 25 per cent of the 
freight traffic of the road consists in the 
freight that is turned over to the «ompany 
by those mining industries in which Mr. 
Carmichael and Mr. Eagan are interested. 

It is not known who will eventually get 
control ofthe Marietta and North Georgia, 
but it is stated that the purpose is to 
build the line to Atlanta and thus make 
connection with all points from this piace 
as a railroad center.

MAN FRIGHTENED TO DEATH 


In Chicago, Cincinnati and Cleveland 
Much Damage Was Done by 
Snow and Wind. 


Chicage, November 26,—A blizzard de- 
ecended upon Chicage yesterday afternoon. 
It rained, it smowed and between times 
sleet pelted down pitilessly. When night 
came the downpour of the mixture of snow 
and rain and sleet came heavier and the 
wind, which was gusty in the afternoon, 
rose to a gale. 

The streets, the pavements and the side- 
walks were flooded with slush, The storm 
made the pavements almost impassible; 
street car traffic was seriously interrupted 
and the trolley lines were broken with the 
weight of the snow. Telephone and tele- 
graph wires were borne down, broken and 
crossed until half the wires in the city 
were made useless. By midnight all com- 
munication with the outside world was en- 
tirely cut off. Today matters are almost 
as bad. Telegraph and telephone communi- 
cation has not been resumed, the street 
cars are scarcely able to run even at long 
intervals and the streets themselves are 
in a worse condition than ever. Trains 
are late on all the roads. All the morning 
long suburban trains shared in the de- 
lays which have befallen trains from a 
long distance. Mail trains are behind hand 
and no business man can guess when he 
will get his letters from out of town or 
when he will he able to send any, Every- 
where the trains are late, the mails are 
delayed and the telegraph wires are down. 
Out on lake Michigan no ship ventures 
today. The sea is running high, and the 
wind still blows across the water too 
sturdily for safety. <A strict quarantine 
could not keep steamers and sailing ves- 
sels in port more effectually than the fear 
of being swamped by the waves or blown 
upon the coast by the half-gale that still 
rages there. 

Railroad Tracks Washed Away. 

Buffalo, -N. Y., November- 26—One of 
the most furious wind storms of recent 
years is raging today over the eastern 
portion of lake Erie. As far as the eye 
can reach the lake is lashed intoan -.un- 
broken succession of whitecaps and the 
tumbling waves are dashing high over the 
piers here. 

The warnings which were sent out yes- 
terday, however, kept many vessels in 
port and doubtless prevented a number of 
wrecks, The telegraph wires’ suffered 
badly and communication with the west 
was for a time cut off this morning. 

More than one hundred feet of the 
west-bound track of the Buffalo Creek 
railroad and over two hundred feet of the 
east-bound track, near Hamburg  fturn- 
pike, has been washed away by the Waves 
from the lake. 

Near the same point about four hundred 
feet of the Erie track has also gone, and 
two hundred feet from each of the double 
tracks. ’ 

A dozén or more cars of the Erie line 
in the same vicinity are wrecked. 

Indiana Was a Sufferer. 

Indianapolis, Ind., November 26.—A _ se- 
. vere wind storm prevailed in, Indianapolis 
last night, doing much damage., Its path 
was due north and south and a heavy 
loss is reported from the country dis- 
tricts, At Elwood the casting hall and one 
furnace of the Pittsburg plate glass plant 
was demolished, nearly killing two men, 
Loss, $10,000. Many buildings were de- 
molished and all telegraph and telephone 
communication was cut off for twelve 
hours. 

At Frankton the new window glass fac- 
tory was -unroofed, three business houses 
demolished and the pumping station of 
the Indianapolis Gas Company demolished. 
The loss will exceed $25,000, 

At Alexandria the roof of the sheet mill 
was lifted off and the main part of the ma- 
chine shops destroyed. The postoffice 
square was unroofed and the American 
Plate giass plant partially destroyed. 

At Anderson the new church of the 
United Brethren, on College hill, was de- 
molished; a bridge was blown down and 
part of the rubber works destroyed. The 
Panhandle passenger train at midnight 
was delayed two hours by a tree falling 
on the bridge and smashing part of it. 

At Franklin the storm blew down shade 
trees and small-buildings all over the city, 
but the greatest damage was done to the 
new city hall building, being built. The 
best part of the structure was blown in 
and the south wall is level with the ground. 
The loss will be. $10,000. 

Reports from all directions indicate that 
the storm in northern Indiana was very 
severe and did considerable damage and 
especially to telephone and telegraph 
wires. The Lake Shore tracks near Dun- 
ham were blocked by falling wires and it 
was only after several hours’ work that 
traffic could be resumed. 

A Most Severe Wind Storm. 

Cleveland, O., November 26.—One of the 
worst wind storms that Cleveland has ever 
known began in the very early hours this 
morning and increased in severity until 5 
o’clock, when the greatest velocity of wind 
in the history of the Cleveland weather 
bureau was attained. 

This, at least, was the first estimate of 
the weather men. At 5 o’clock the wind 
blew at the rate of fully seventy-four miles 
and hour and probably faster. Violent 
gusts were frequent above the steady un- 
dercurrent, and they had a tendency to 


tear roofs, chimneys, etc., from their fas-— 


tenings. The rainfall yesterday was some- 
thing over an inch, It did not stop until 
past midnight and almost with its cessa- 
tion the wind began to blow. While at its 
height, the wind veered from a southerly 
direction and thus the lake was hot at its 
roughest, although it wads a tumultuous 
body of water. 

The wind seemed to have attained its 
most remarkable velocity in the vicinity of 
Erie and Superior streets. When day 
dawned the entire neighborhood presented 
a scene of wreckage. Music hall, on Vin- 
cent street, presented a broad front for the 
gale. A gable about eight feet high end 
fifty feet from the ground extending across 
the entire Vincent iront of the building 
was blown across the street. 

At the corner of Superior and Erie étreets 
a few hundred yards from the Vincent 
street front of Music hall is St. John’s ca- 
thedral, the tower of which is one of the 
highest in the city. The tower showed the 
effect of the storm. The top was fully five 
feet out of line. Reports from various 
parts of the city indicate that the damage 
to property will reach many thousand dol- 
lars. No loss of Mfe is reported. Tele- 
graph and telephone wires are down all 
over the city. 

Man Blown Off the Dock. 

A special to The Press from Put-In Bay, 
O., says: The roof of V. Doller’s store ahd 
the parapets of the town hall and the front 
of the museum were blown off this morn- 
ing. A deck hand of the steamer Messen- 
ger, known as “Reddy,” was found drown- 
ed at Fox’s dock here this morning. He 
was blown from the dock during the night. 

A Toledo sand sucker dragged her anchor 
and lies in the channel between here and 
Middie Bass island. Two men are aboard. 
It is feared they will be lost.

A special to The Press from_Akron, O., 
says: The high wind that visited the city 
this morning did considerable damage 
through the city, The tin roof of the 
Akron cereal mill was torn off and thrown 
into the street. A large tree crasned 
through the bay window into the resi- 
dence of ex-Governor Egerton. 

One Hundred Thousand Dollars’ Loss. 

Toledo, O., November 26.—Reports from 
the oil fields south of this city say that 
damage to the amount of over $100,000 was 
done to oil property by the storm last 
night and this morning. Not a derrick 
is standing and boiler houses and engines 
were dismantled. 

This city suffered less from the storm 
than was expected. The only serious 
damages éo far reported is the ruining of 
Franklin school on the east side. A tele- 
phone message from Fremont says that not 
@ derrick is standing in the Sandusky coun- 
ty oil field. 

Second Accident to St. Mary’s. 

Cleveland, O., November 26.—A special 
to The Press from Lorrain, O., says: A 
second accident occurred at the new St. 
Mary’s Catholic church here during the 
wind storm this morning. It was at this 
church that the temporary floor fell duiing 
the ceremonies of laying the corner stone 
two months ago and forty people were 
injured. The walls had been completed 
and the truss put up for roof. When the 
storm struck the church the north wall 
was blown out and the other walls were 
wrecked with the roof truss. The mem- 
berg of the church are disheartened by 
the disaster. All the siding was blown 
off one side of the Barrow: mill. 

Lively Time in Cincinnati. 

Cincinnati, O., November 26.—A_ terrific 
wind storm swept over this section last 
night doing considerable damage to prop- 
erty. Trees were uprooted, buildings un- 
roofed or wrecked, telegraph poles and 
wires blown down and several boats in 
the river were torn from their moorings 
and set adrift. 

The watchmen and crews of packets and 
towboats were. all aboard and consterna- 
tion reigned among them. None of the 
boats had steam up, and they were there- 
fore left to the mercy of the gale after 
the lines had parted. Just above the Big 
Sandy wharfboat were moored the steam- 
ers T. J. O'Connell, Rob Roy and Lee 
Brooks. The shore lines of all three were 
snapped and when the wind subsided they 
were all in a bunch at Brown’s coal fleet, 
a distance of fully half a mile. A $4,000 
barge was sunk at the marine dry dock. 
Nearly a hundrtd empty barges were set 
adrift from the Queen City landing at the 
foot of Washington street. The damage 
in the river here will amount to $10,000. 


Frightened to Death. 

Gotlieb Luatenschlager, aged fifty-eight, 
living at 1942 Pulta street, was frightened 
to death by the storm. He was awakened 
by the heavy wind and feeling the house 
shake, left his bed and walked the floor 
constantly during the storm, wringing his 
hands and praying for deliverance. After 
the storm Luatenschlager became some- 
what calmed, but every nerve in his body 
quivered from the effect of the awful 
fright. Shortly efter daylight reaction 
had fully set in and he was so prostrated 
that he was forced to Ne down. From that 
moment he sank sapidly and was a corpse 
in a short time, 


Down Went the Wires. 

Detroit, Mich., November 26.—A hurricane 
struck this city this merning, but beyona 
tearing down telegraph and telephone wires 
and a couple of electric towers and destroy- 
ing numberless shade trees little damaze 
was done. The windstorm started in about 
2:30 o'clock, blowing forty-eight miles an 
hour from the northwest, which increased 
steadily until at 7:30 o’clock when a velocity 
of seventy-six miles an hour was reached. 
Since that hour, however, the wind has 
gradually decreased in vidlence. 


THE WEATHER REPORT. 


The center of the storm which has caus- 
ed so much disturbance in its passage 
across the country from the lower Missis- 
sippi valley northeastward over the lower 
lakes, was last night beyond stations in 
the extreme northeastern portion of the 
country. The pressure was still quite low 
over the northeastern states and had fallen 
in the upper Missouri valley. The crest of 
the high barometer which followed the 
storm and brought the cold Wave was 
near Meinphis, Tenn. Temperature had 
fallen very decidedly over the territory 
east of the Mississippi river except over 
the lower lakes and along most of the 
coast. 

The fall at Atlanta wag from 68 deerces 
to 34 cegrees. The mercury had risen de- 
cidedly in the upper Missouri valley and 
over the Rockey mountain slope.

Hood’s Pills st, ony, 
WAS MADDOX’S BODY. 


THE SUPPOSED RICE WAS THE 
ATLANTIAN. 


He Was Identified Yesterday Morning. 
Rice Is Suspected—What Mad- 
dox’s Father Says. 


Paris, Tex., November 26.—(Special.)— 
Some important discoveries have been made 
today in the murder of the three men and 
the boy found in the shanty boat on Red 
river Sunday night. 

The man who was thought to be Henry 
Thomas Rice, the music teacher, and identi- 
fied as such by several responsible citizens, 
turned up in the city alive and well today. 
The man taken for Rice was Jeff Maddox, 
formerly of Atlanta, Ga., whose father is 
said to be in the grocery business there. 
Maddox was a man of fine appearance and 
shapely build with a heavy black mustache. 
Rice knew him well. The resemblance be- 
tween the men is very striking. 

The younger man with red complexion, 
beard of recent growth and overshot teeth, 
who was taken for Maddox, is not known 
to any one yet. 

The boy turns out to be Paulie Apple- 
gate, whose father is a carpenter and lives 
in this city. An elder brother went down 
to the boat and identified him by his cloth- 
ing, knife and a scar on his hand. 

Maddox was in this city two weeks ago 
today and the boy left with him, Maddox 
buying him a railroad ticket to Arthur 
City. He was a very bright boy, but was 
continually running around. Although he 
was but twelve years of age, he had visited 
alone nearly every city ih the United States. 


| Maddox had taken a fancy to him. 


EK. T. Canady was a harness maker and 
had for several years been working in 
various towns in Missouri, Kansas and In- 
dian Territory at his trade. His father 
lives at New Casile, Ind. 

United States Marshal Williams has writ- 
ten Canady’s father advising hua cf the 
fate of his soh. The three men will be 
buried at Arthur tomorrow. Applegate's 
body will be brought here tomorrow. De- 
tectives are hard at work on the case, but 
will give out nothing. 

Rice Is Suspected. 

Rice, the music teacher, is under sur- 
veillance, being suspected of complicity in 
the tragedy. A blank warrant was issued 
tonight for several parties, names unknown, 
and Marshal Williams and several deputies 
leave early in the morning for the Indian 
Territory. The murderers are said to have 
been here last night and an effort made to 


arrest them, but a pal advised them of 
what was: coming and they made their 


escape. 


MR. MADDOX IS ANXIOUS. 


He Fears That His Son Was Killed in 
Texas. 

Mr. H. C. Maddox fears that one of the 
men murdered in a boat on a river in the 
Indian Territory, was one of his sons. He 
has three sons in the west and from the 
account of the finding of the bodies of the 
men and the description of one of the men 
supposed to be named Maddox he fears that 
his son, J. J. Maddox, Jr., was one of the 
murdered men. 

An account of the finding of the dead 
bodies of three men and a boy in a boat 
on the Redriver appeared in yesterday’s 
Constitution. Mr. Maddox was asked 
yesterday about the matter and he stated 
that he had read the account of the find 
and feared that one of the men might be his 
son. 

“TI have three sons in the west, two of 
whom live in the Chickasaw nation,” said 
Mr. Maddox. “My son, J. J. Maddox, Jr., 
was in Texas about two months ago. I re- 
ceived a letter from him dated Paris, Tex., 
in which he stated that he intended to go 
to the Chickasaw nation and see his broth- 
ers there during the fall. The place where 
the men were found murdered is not far 
from Paris and the nation, and my son 
might have been on his way to the nation. 
I have no means of ascertaining further 
particutars of the finding of the bodies than 
has been printed, not knowing the address 
of any one to whom I could telegraph. } 
have written to my sons near Ardmore, L 
T., they residing m the country away from 
telegraph offices.’’ 

Mr. Maddox has been a resident of At- 
lanta about five years. He came here from 
the west. He is connected with the firm 
of J. J. & J. E. Maddox, wholesale grecers, 
on Alabama street. He is awaiting further 
particulars from the west with anxiety.

Gibson, Ga., November 26.—(Special.)—Ba- 
laam Hancock, the negro confined in jail 
here charged with an attempt to assault a 
white woman, Miss Dessie Shelton, last 
Tuesday, came very near paying the pen- 
alty for his heinous crime last night 
at the hands of an infuriated mob of about 
seventy-five men. 

They gathered at the scene of the alleged 
crime, which is only a mile from this 
place, where they were to wait in silence 
until 11 o’clock, then to move upon the jail 
and with heavy tools of iron break the 
locks and doors of the jail and take from 
the hands of the law the would-be destroy- 
er of a woman’s virtue. 

The girl admits now that the negro as- 
saulted her in a most brutal manner. This 
report became circulated yesterday, which 
brought the crowd together for revenge. 

The representative citizens of Gibson 
were not slow to learn of the existence and 
meaning of this assemblage, and proceed- 
ing to the crowd, they succeeded in ap- 
peasing them to some extent, and prevailed 
upon them to desist and disperse, promis- 
ing to send immediately to Warrenton for 
Judge Reese, who is now holding court at 
that place and who would be urged to call 
an extra term of court to try the negro 
by Friday night. 

A party was sent to see Judge Reese to- 
day and returned with the information 
that he would act as promptly as possible 
in the matter. 

In the meantime Sheriff Braddy has sum- 
moned about fifty men to the jail— 
not that any particular is feared 
tonight, but he wishes to be on the safe 
side. Then there are some fears that an 
attempt may be made to effect Hancock’s 
escape by resident sympathizers of his 
race. The negro protests his innocence.

Annexation Again.

Nothing Has Been Heard of Padgett, the | 
Missing Farmer. 


SHOUTING MATCH IN MURRAY 
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Women of Two Chesttees Test Their

Rome, Ga., November 26.--(Special.)—The

The fact that he was an 
exemplary citizen, a plain farmer, with 
nothing against him, and a man of strictly 
sober habits and happy domestic surround- 
ings, impresses upon the minds of his 
friends that he has been dealt with foully.

Dr. Roberts is a graduate of Emory col- 
lege, having received his diploma from that 
institution in 1877. Colonel George L. Bell, 
the assistant district attorney, was a class- 
mate of Dr. Roberts at Emory. Speaking 
of his college friends yesterday Colonel Bell 
said: “I am giad to know that my old 
college friend will preach at Trinity. He 
is a man of brilliant gifts and will give 
abundant satisfaction. Il am quite sure, to 
the members of that church. I have always 
had confidence in his ability and his life 
has been a useful and a blameless one. I 
predict for him a successful pastorate at 
Trinity, and I congratulate the congrega- 
tion.” 

Dr. Roberts joined the Chi Phi fraternity 
while at Emory college and has always 
been loyal to that mystic order. Many of 
the happiest hours of his college life were 
spent about the fraternal shrine of old 
“Gamma,” as that chapter of the order 
was known. When the last convention of 
the Chi Phi fraternity was held in Atlanta, 
four years ago, Dr. Roberts mingled with 
the wearers of the scarlet and the Blue and 
felt the return of all his youthful enthu- 
siasm.

MR. MOODY’S SERMON.

The Evangelist Preached on Popular 
Evils Last Night. 


Evangelist Meody's taberuacle was com- 
fortably filled last night despite the cold 
weather. The noted preacher was at his 
best and his audience received his strong 
sermon with enthusiasm. 

Mr. Moody said: 3 

“Tiow do you treat your parents? If you 
tell me that, I will tell you how you are 
£o0ing to get on through life. I have trav- 
eled considerably, and I have never yet 
found a person who dishonored his parents 
and prospered. Is there any one who loves 
you like your parents? If they cannot have 
your regard through life, what reward are 
they to have for all their care and anxiety 
on your account? When i hear a young 
man speaking contemptuously of his gray- 
haired father, | say he has sunk very low 
indeed. 1 remember a young man who 
used to belong to the Sunday school I was 
connected with in America. There were 
four in the family, two girls and two boys. 
The father was a contirmed drunkard; the 
mother took in washing and worked hard 
to Keep her children, She had her eldest 
boy sent to the high school, 1 heard one 
thing about him that sent him down in my 
estimation. I have kept my eye on him 
since; be has not prospered. ‘ine mother 
worked so hard that she had to go into the 
hospital, where she died of hard work. 
One day this young fellow stood in front 
of the little cottage where his mother 
lived, when a young man who belonged to 
the high school came along. The san saw 
him coming, left his mother and went to 
meet him. He was ashamed to own his 
mother, His friend asked, *‘Who is that wo- 
man?’ when he replied, “Oh, that 1s my 
washerwoman!’ You smile; but it is not a 
thing to smile about. I cannot tell you the 
contempt I had for that one act. 

“Young man, how long is it since you 
wrote to your mother? Perhaps there are 
some here who have not written home for 
months, or it may be years. How often ! 
get letters from mothers urging me to try 
and influence their sons! I remember some 
years ago hearing of a man who was 
planning to send his gray-haired father to 
the poorhouse. His little boy heard him, 
and said: ‘Father, when vou are old will 
I have to send you to the poorhouse?’ if 
a young man sends his father to the work- 
house, it will not be long before he gets 
there himself. It would be a good deal 
better for you to divide your last penny 
with your old parents, You remember how 
that mother watched over you when you 
were sick.

Shame 
on the man who would do it! may God 
give him repentance and forgiveness of 
that sin! 

“Another weight: “Thou shalt not com- 
mit adultery. I wish I could pass over 
this: { hate to touch upon it; but 1 feel 
as if I should be untrue to God if I 
passed it by. This sin is coming in upon 
us like a flood at the present day. Young 
men in our streets are being borne dow! 
by this accursed sin. I believe young men 
by hundreds are being utterly ruined by it. 
We hear a good deal about intemperance 
nowadays: it advertises itself; but this sin 
hides itself away under The shadow of the 
night. A man who tampers with this evil 
goes on step by step until his character 
is blasted, his reputation ruined, his 
health gone and his life made as dark as 
hell. May God wake up the nation to see 
how this awful sin is spreading! Young 
man, are you leading an impure life? Sup- 
pose God's scales should drop down before 
you, what would you do? Are you ‘fit tor 
the Kingdom of heaven? You know very 
well that you are not. You leathe yourself. 
When you look upon that pure wife, or 
that sainted mother, you say: ‘What. a 
vile wretch I am! The harlot is bringing 
me down to an untimely and dishonored 
grave.’ May God show us what a fearful 
sin it is! The idea of making light of it! 
I do not know of any sin that will take 
a man down to ruin more quiccly. 

‘‘Let us take up the text: “Thou shalt not 
steal.” How many have been stealing to- 
day! I may be speaking to some clerk, 
who today took sixpence out of his em- 
plover’s drawer to buy a cigar, or two 
shillings to go to the theater. He thinks 
he will put it back tomorrow; no one will 
ever know it. If you have taken a penny, 
you are a thief. Do you ever think huw 
those small thefts as they seem to be may 
bring you to ruin? Let an employer find it 
out. 1f he does not take you into the 
court, he will discharge you. Your hopes 
will be blasted: and it will be hard work 
to get a pesition again. Whatever condi- 
tion you are in, do not take that which 
does not belong to you. Rather than steal 
go up to heaven in poverty—go up to heaven 
from the poorhouse. Be hogest rather than 
go through the world in a gilded chariot 
ot stolen riches. A man who takes moncy’ 
that does not belong to him never gets any 
comfort. He never has any pleasure; for 
he has a guilty conscience. ‘Thou shalt nct 
steal.’ Are you ready to be weighed tonight 
in the balances? 

“Nicodemus was probably one of the 
most moral men of his day. He was a 
teacher of the law; yet Christ said to him: 
‘except a man be born egain, he cannct 
see the kingdom of God.’ It is much easier 
to reach thieves, and drunkards, and vaga- 
bonds, than the self-righteous Phariseé¢s. 
You do not have to preach to those men 
for weeks and months to convince ineia 
that they are sinners. When a man learfs 
that he has need of God, and that be is a 
sinner, it is Very easy to reach iim.

as much as any drunkard that walks tue 
streets. 

‘There is another class I want to speak 
of.

They ignore God’s laws; but by 
ard by He will say to them, ‘Tekel’—‘Woe 
unto him that giveth his neighbor drink, 
that puttest thy bottle to him, and makest 
him drunken.’ I would rather have my 
right eye plucked out than give the wine 
bottle to a man to make him a drunkard. 
I would rather have my right arm cut off 
than deal out death and damnation to my 
fellowmen. If a poor drunkard here should 
be summoned into eternity tonight—‘weigh- 
ed in the balances,’ what wouid he hear? 
‘No drunkard shall inherit the kingdom of 
God.’ I can see how he would reel and 
stagger when he heard that, ‘No drunkard 
shall inherit the kingdom of heaven.’ 

“Christ kept the Taw; Christ was the end 
of the law. If He had broken the 
law He would have had to die for Himself. 
It is the height cf madness to go out of 
this hall tonight and run the risk of being 
called by God to judgment and have no 
hope in Him. Now is the day and hour 
to accept salvation, and then he will be 
with us. They need not be afraid of death 
if they have Him.

The lieutenant colonel of the 
regiment is R. Dorsey Cole. The regiment 
will be accompanied by their regimental 
band of forty pieces. 

The Fourth regiment, 
two battalions, will be 
Colonel Willard Howard. 

Baltimore is making extensive prepara- 
tions to come. Speaking of the trip, The 
Baltimore Sun said yesterday: 

“Contracts have all been closed for tak- 
ing the Fourth and Fifth regiments to At- 
lanta. The steamer Jane Moseley has been 
chartered as the companion steamer with 
the Columbia to carry the troops from 
Baltimore to Portsmouth, The departure 
from Baltimore will be on Wednesday, De- 
cember 4th, at 9 p. m., and the steamers 
will arrive at Portsmouth about 8 o'clock 
Thursday morning. Eight hundred and 
fifty mattresses have been hired to equip 
the two boats. In addition, the Jane Mose- 
ly has stateroom accommodations for 125 
persons. The mattresses will also be taken 
to Atlanta and used there. Two trains 
will be awaiting the arrival of the troops 
at Portsmouth, and the start for Atlanta 
will be made without delay. 

“The committee of arrangements has 
agreed to take 375 members of the Fourth 
regiment, 500 members of the Fifth and 
the officers of the Maryland Naval Re- 
serve. Officers, privates and the bands 
and drum corps are included in these fig- 
ures. An allowance of $1 a day for four 
days for each man will be made. The 
troops will leave Atlanta on the return 
trip Saturday night about 11 o’clock and 
reach Baltimore about 5 a. m. the Mon- 
day following. 

‘In speaking of the trip, Captain Frank 
Supplee, chairman of the committee of ar- 
rangements, said: ‘The city is more 
aroused over this celebration than any oth- 
er event since the sesqui-centennial, and 
the outpouring at Atlanta wili be a testi- 
monial to the enterprise of Baitimore that 
will lead to beneficial results.’ 

‘‘Major Fred Brackett will go to Atlanta 
in advance and open headquarters. He 
will arrange for the comfort of the Mary- 
land party and confer with President Col- 
lier, of the exposition, relative to its, en- 
tertainment. A call is issued to all Mary- 
landers residing in the south or who may 
be there temporarily to assemble at: At- 
lanta December 6th and participate in the 
Maryland day exercises. They are*to re- 
port to Major Brackett at headquarters, 
register and secure Maryland badges. 

“The suggestion to hold a grand military 
and civic ball and reception on the even- 
ing of December 6th is under consideration 
and correspondence is in progress with the 
exposition authorities relative to securing 
a hall sufficiently large for the purpose. 

“Captain Pennington, quartermaster of 
the Fifth regiment, and Captain Baker 
Clotworthy and sergeant E. B. DuVal, of 
the Fifth, have gone to Atlanta to ar- 
range for quarters for the troops.

The visit of the New Yorkers Ras been 
pleasant. They have enjoyed themselves, 
for as they took the trains yesterday they 
were unanimous in saying their trip had 
been the pleasantest of their lives. They 
shook the hands of the people whom they 
had met with genuine regret and as they 
stepped upon the trains they looked long 
and wistfully at the city as the train pulled 
out and began its run towards: the rising 
sun. 

Mr. J. Seaver Page, the chairman of the 
New York committee on arrangement and 
who was master of the ceremonies on the 
occasion of the celebration of Manhattan 
day, was with the party that left at noon 
yesterday. He said he was in love with At- 
Yanta and with her people and he hated 
to leave. | 
“I. have considered this one of the most 


pleasant trips I have ever had the pleasure 
of making. I have found Atlanta a great 
deal more 
ever supposed. Of course we have heard 
much of the south and her enterprising 
and growing city, but I had taken it for 
granted that the reports were exaggerated 
and that it was a boom and not a substan- 
tial growth. In this conclusion I was mis- 
taken. Atlanta stands today without a 
peer. She is the only city that has ever 
achieved so great a success. The truth of 
the matter is that Atlanta is one of the 
most wonderful cities I have ever seen. It 
is on the New York scale and I predict her 
future to be one brilliant and prosperous.” 

What Mr. Page said was only the expres- 
sion of the entire party.

and that all of the populist and .republican 
members voted for him and, therefore, he 
is more entitled to the seat than Morgan. 
Colonel Reese says he is a popul-republi- 
can. He says he takes with him a peti- 
tion signed by thirty thousand white 
voters of Alabama begging congress for a 
republican form of government here. 

Colonel Reese’s friends. profess to be- 
lieve that he will displace Morgan for this 
further reason—that courting Utah’s two 
prospective senators, the senate will stand 
republican 45, democrats 37, populists 8, 
which would make a tie between the re- 
publicans and the democnats and populists 
should they combine. By sidetracking 
Morgan the republicans would have 45 to 
44 votes in the organization, election of 
officers, etc. They regard this as a strong 
card.

We have reformers who 
demand compulsory education and free 
text-books, and a few now take the 
position that poor children who cannot 
afford to lose their time must be given 
at. least one meal a day or aided in 
some way during their school terms. 

Naturally, some old-fashioned people 
will protest, and they will make the 
point fhat this is rank socialism, and 
nothing else. It is well sometimes to 
‘all things by their right names, and 
we are bound to admit that free schools 
maintained at the expense of the com- 
munity are socialistic.

In the 
twentieth century we are likely to see 
Children supplied with text-books paid 
for by the government, and those who 
are learning useful trades will proba- 
bly be furnished with tools at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayers. If we are going 
to carry out the doctrine that the state 
must aid its children in everything 
that tends to make them better citizens 
there is no telling where we will stop. 
Some of our experiments will be ex- 
pensive and unsuccessful, but they 
must run their course.

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In Favor of a Third Term. 

According to an administration organ 
not a thousand miles from Atlanta the 
advocates of a third term for M~. Cleve- 
land are his enemies who desire to make 
him unpopular by making him a can- 
didate for the presidency again. Several 
administration and cuckoo newspapers 
treat the matter in this fashion, and 
they decline to consider it seriously. 

But the third term question cannot 
be disposed of so easily. The New 
York Herald earnestly advocates the 
jrenomination of Mr. Cleveland, and 
hardly a day passes without a ieading 
editorial in its columns on the subject.

“If,” says he again, “a bank president 
is elected many times, why should it 
not be so with the president of the 
United States?’ 

Morton’s analogy is about as pertinent 
as any of his previous remarks. A bank 
bears no more relation to the govern- 
ment of the United States in its scheme 
and purpose than it does to the fruit 
stand of a Dago. A bank president is 
elected mainly because he owns a con- 
trolling interest in the concern. Mr. 
Cleveland, in spite of the fact that he 
has been twice elected, has no more 
claim on the people of the United 
States than the humblest citizen who 
never held office.

One of Our Problems. 

The Springtield Republican quotes 
from a recent letter written by Mr. J. 
H. Beadle which represents Governor 
Atkinson a8 saying: 


“We have a problem here which is 
unknown and not understood in the north. 
In all the prisons and gangs, state, city 
and county, there are nearly 4,000, and nine- 
tenths of them are colored, and yet mere- 
ly moral offenses in the colored are ig- 
nored. They have all the privileges of a 
white man and a few more. One is to 
change wives without being imprisoned 
for it. I need not philosophize, as the 
case is plain, at least to this extent: The 
colored people have been put under the re- 
quirements of a high civilization before 
they could develop up to it. They are 
perfectly free agents and exposed to a 
thousand temptations, while their moral 
strength is still much as it was in slavery 
and barbarism. All we can do is to make 
allowances, educate and trust to time and 
experience.”’ 


Mr. Beadle examined our last peni- 
tentiary report and found that while 
Georgia’s population increased 19 per 
cent between 1880 and 1890, there was 
an increase of 42 per cent in peniten- 
tiary- convicts. Crime has increased 
among the blacks in the exact ratio 
that their illiteracy has decreased. The 
white convicts are less than 10 per cent 
of the whole, and of the blacks 763 
were sentenced under the age of twen- 
ty-one and 156 under the age of sev- 
enteen! 

The Republican has the 
comment: 


Assuming that the figures are correct, 
they have a startling significance for all 
at the north who contribute to the sup- 
port of educational institutions for the ne- 
gro youth of the south. To a certain ex- 
tent they confirm the statement once made 
by the very sagacious colored clergman, 
now dead, who founded and built up the 
flourishing institution for colored youth 
of both sexes at Salisbury, N. C., which 1s 
now supported in large part by the general 
conference of the African Methodist Epis- 
copal church. He said: “I started this 
school with the intention of having no 
students who would not work as hard 
with their hands as with their minds. If 
these young men and women are taught 
only from books they will be cursed in- 
stead of blest by what they learn. The 
children of slaves, they naturally 
work a degradation and want to Know 
something that will enable them to live 
without physical labor. We have got to 
begin by knocking that foolishness out of 
them and replacing it with the notion that 
skill in every trade that a man or woman 
can work at gives them dignity, and when 
it is accompanied by a good common Eng- 
lish education, they will be respected by 
both white and colored people. During 
the war and for years afterward our chil- 
dren and young people got book Jearning 
and it made them proud. They could not 
work when they left school. it was the 
worst thing that ever happened to them 
as a class.”’ 

Clearly we must teach our black citi- 
zens to be industrious and self-support- 
ing. An education which makes them 
despise work and commit crime is a 
bad system, no matter how earnestly 


some people may advocate it. 
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A Swarm of Remediés. 

One of the peculiarities of the finan- 
cial discussion is that the New York 
journals come forward every day or 
two with a new explanation of the con- 
tinued export of gold. A year or two 
ago they attributed it to the Sherman 
law, and, more lately, to the “endless 
chain” of greenbacks. The other day 
The World said that the cause of gold 
exports was the collapse of various 
speculative investments on which Euro- 
peans had ventured, so that in order to 
get a little ready money they were 
obliged to sell a part of their holdings 
of American securities. 

This was a very reasonable explana- 
tion, as we pointed out at the time, 
though it did not go far enough to 
cover the whole case. But we hardly 
had time to congratulate The World be- 
fore it comes forward with a new and 
an entirely different explanation. It 
now says that the cause of gold ex- 
ports is the fact that the revenues of 
the government are not equal to its ex- 
penditures. “The treasury is paying 
out more than it receives, and is forced 
to make good the deficiency by bor- 
rowing.” This statement is made in 
the face of the fact that the secretary 
of the treasury has it in his power to 
coin into debt-paying money the silver 
bullion that is lying idle in the treasury. 

The reason the treasury is paying out 
more than it receives is because one of 
the deadly effects of the British gold 
standard has been to cut down business 
and the profits of business. This is 
clearly shown in the falling off of in- 
ternal revenues, the result of under- 
consumption. Everything has been 
thrown out of gear by the criminal de- 
monetization of silver, and the violation 
of law by which the administration has 
made gold the only money of final pay- 
ment. 

The World thinks it is the plain duty 
of the banks to come to the relief of 
the treasury. .Other people have had 
the same thought, but we do not see 
that thoughts of this kind do any good. 
The banks hold their gold at a pre- 
mium, so far as the treasury is con- 
cerned; they are willing to part with 
their gold, but only in consideration of 
bond issues on which they can reap a 
huge profit. 

Outside of the reserve in the treas- 
ury there are not more than $150,000,000 
of available gold in the country. The 
New York banks Hold about $65,000,000 
and the other banks about the same 
amount. It will’thus be observed that, 
so far as this country is concerned, the 
basis on which the single gold stand- 
ard is maintained is growing narrower 
and narrower. Gold has been going out 
at the rate of seventy or eighty mil- 
lions a year for several years; seventy- 
seven millions have been exported this 
year, and none of it is coming back. Al- 
though the precious metal is piled up 
fim the financial capitals of Europe, 
earning no inter-st, the powerful syn- 
dicate which took ¢harge of our treas- 
ury awhile ago found it impossible to 
import more than fourteen millions from 


Europe to this country. 
| In regard to the retirement of the 


think | 


| greenbacks, that plan is known to be a 


farce and a sham. It is not intended 
as a remedy for the export of gold, but 
is a scheme to still further contract the 
currency in the interest of the money 
lending classes. Unless our importing 
merchants are shipping gold for the 
fun of the thing, the greenbacks have 
no more to do with the demand on the 
treasury than they have to do with the 
changes of the moon. If the responsi- 
bility of furnishing gold for shipment 
were taken from the treasury, the first 
considerable demand: on the banks 
would result in a premium on gold, 

There is but one remedy for the chaos 
into which the British gold standard 
has plunged us, and that is the restora- 
tion of silver to its old place as a part 
of the money of final payment.

Let the South Take Hold. 

The fact that Mr. Deberard, the editor 
of The New York Dry Goods Econo- 
mist, has expressed himself so con- 
fidently and emphatically in regard to 
the permanent advantages which the 
south has over the north and east in 
the matter of manufacturing cotton 
goods ought to open the eyes of our 
own people to the tremendous oppor- 
tunities for investment which lie at 
their very doors. 3a i 

We referred the other day to the fea- 
sibility of co-operation in the various 
communities of the south in the direc- 
tion of establishing cotton mills, both 
large and small. We are insisting on 
cotton mills for the reason that the 
south’s greatest crop is and must con- 
tinue to be cotton, and anything that 
will add to the value of that crop will 
work to the advantage of our people. 

Now, it is well known that even a 
yarn mill will more than quadruple the 
value of the raw material that it con- 
sumes. Calculating from this it is an 
easy matter to estimate how much 
value is added to the raw material after 
it has passed through the loom. A part 
at least of this value can be retained in 
the south, and the immense sum of 
money that represents the difference 
between the price of the raw material 
and the price of the finished product 
ean be brought to the south and re- 
tained here as an addition to the per- 
manent wealth of this section. 

There is not much risk in establish- 
ing a cotton mill in any part of the 
south, least of all in the Piedmont re- 
gion. If there was we should not hear 
of so many new mills going up south of 
the Potomac. All that is necessary is 
a certain amount of capital—an amount 
not larger than: any ambitious com- 
munity can raise by calling for sub- 
scriptions to stock in sums large or 
small aecording to the ability of those 
who are willing to contribute. 

When the necessary amount of cap- 
ital is raised the rest is easy. It is no 
trouble to get hold of a skilled superin- 
tendent, while as for labor we have 
here a class that seems to have been 
fitted by nature for work at the loom 
and spindle. It is the only form of 
cheap labor left in this country, and 
it is cheap because it is born to econ- 
omy. 

It is safe to say that there has never 
been a mill failure in the south where 
the property was managed on’ business 
methods. A certain amount of experi- 
ence is supposed to be necessary to the 
successful management of a mill, but 
we happen’to know of a gentleman in 
Georgia who the manager of two 
mills, and who began his mill career 
without a particle of experience except 
that which can be acquired in a country 
dry goods store. This manager knew 
what good cloth was, and he speedily 
learned all that is necessary to know 
about markets and the kind of product 
that would catch the eye of the public. 
In other words, he brought to his aid 
the natural common sense that every 
good business man is possessed of. 

We say, therefore, that there is no 
reason why the south should not has- 
ten to take advantage of these extra- 
ordinary opportunities for. investment 
without waiting for the slow and timid 
approach of outside capital. That cap- 
ital is to be welcomed from whatever 
source it comes, but it need not be 
waited for. When the north sees that 
we have confidence in our own ad- 
vantages it will be readier to build 
new mills here than i. would be if we 
sit back and refuse to seize the oppor- 
tunities that now present themselves. 
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The London Times thinks all would be 
well if the pestiferous democrats would 
rally around Mr. Cleveland. All would be 
well, too, if Mr. Cleveland would rally 
around the democratic party.

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GODCHILDREN OF AN EMPRESS. 


More Than 2,000 Remembered by Eu- 
genie of France. 
From The New York Tribune. 
Ex-Empress Eugenie, it is said, has more 
godchildren than any other person, man 


or woman, in the world. They number, or 


rather did number, 3,600. Some of them 
today are bearded men and fathers of 
families, and there may be one or two 
a“ _ 
young French grandmothers among them. 
But her ex-majesty is said to have an 
exact list of her charges, and to have set 
aside some souvenir of money gift for each 
one now living. 

The question naturally arises, why was 


the empress godmother to so many per- 
sons—a good-sized town, if they were ail 


brought together? 

On the morning of March 16, 1856, all 
Paris was awaiting the roaring of cannon 
from the Invalides, which was to announce 
the birth of an heir to the imperial couple, 
then in the hevday of their popularity. 


The cannon shots began, and the listening 


Paris multitude courted 101. The child, 


Frenchmen then knew, was a boy. ‘Victor 


in the Crimean campaign, the arbiter 
chosen by Europe at the congress of 
Paris,” says M. Andre Martinet, in his 
book, “The Prince Imperial,” ‘Napoleon 
II saw the crown, given to him by 8,0,- 
000 voteg, firmly fixed by this birth.’’ 

The emperor and empress were natural- 
ly overjoyed at the birth of a son. The 
thousands who gathered about the palace 
at break of day on that March morning 
to hear the news, found a placard at the 
gates with the following announcement: 
“The emperor has decided that he will be 
godfather, and the empress that the will 
will be godmother to all the legitimate 
children born on March 16th,” 

On the following day, in accordance 
with instructions, the births of 3,600 chil- 
dren were registered in the office of the 
prefect of the department, as godchildren 
of Napoleon and Eugenie. 

After the emperor’s death the empress 
assumed the obligations of her husband 
toward the children for whom he had been 
godfather. 
per cent of the 38,600 children are stil] 
living. These facts are in possession of her 
majesty.

Where Mehaffey Comes in. 

When Mrs. Grey finished her story Chief 
Connolly questioned her again, asking if 
she had ever given money to any other of- 
ficer of the department. She at first said 
“No,” but upon being reminded of an in- 
Stance concerning Detective Mehaffey by 
Chief Connally, she recalled giving that de- 
tective money, as she claimed. It seems 
that some time ago Detectives Mehaffey 
and Wootten worked a case for the woman, 
recovering some stolen article for her. 
When at her house afterwards Mrs. Grey 
claims to have given Detective Mehaffey 
$10, intending $5 of it for Detective Woot- 
ten, 

Detective Mehaffey carried the money to 
Chief Connolly and explained to the latter 
in his office that the Grey woman had put 
the money in his hat lining, he having de- 
clined to take it from her. The detective 
asked Chief Connolly what he should do 
with the money and the latter told him to 
carry it back to the woman just as quick as 
he could walk to ter house. 


Might Need a Hat. 

“I gave Detective Mehaffey the money 
and he went away with it,” said the wo- 
man. “Some time after that he came back 
and said that Chief Connolly had told him 
to return the money and I told him to 
keep it. He said that the chief had in- 
structed him to return the money. I told 
him to keep it, telling him that 
he might possibly want a- new 
hat or something. Mr. Mehaffey then put 
the money in his pocket and left the house, 
I having insisted on his keeping it. The 
money has never been returned to me. 

“I asked Mr. Mehaffey why he had told 
Chief Connolly about me giving him the 
money and he said that because he was 
afraid of the other man. I thought no 
more of the matter and would never have 
said a word about it.” 

Chief Connolly said last night that he 
had told Detective Mehaffey to return the 
money and was under the impression that 
he had done so. The chief began an. in- 
vestigation of the charge against Detective 
Mehaffey, stating that he wanted to see 
further in it before taking action. 


Deny the Charges. 

The detectives implicated strongly deny 
the truth of the story told by the woman 
and the statements of the anonymous 
letter writer. They claim that the charges 
“and ill 
will, resulting from prosecutions against 
the Grey woman. 

Detective Looney was questioned by 
Chief Connolly. The detective denied the 
charge, stating that the charges were 
untrue and he could establish his inno- 
cence at the proper time. He said that he 
had signed an accusation against several 
Collins street women and prosecuted them 
in the city court recently. The women 
were fined $100 each for running disorderly 
houses and the detectives said that on that 
account they had preferred the charge 
against him and associates. Mr. Looney 
denied that he had ever received a cent 
from Mrs. Grey or any other woman of 
the kind and that he had protected the 
house in any way. 

Detective Mehaffey claims emphatically 
that he returned the money to Mrs. Grey 
when ordered to do so by Chief Connolly. 
He says that he went directly to the 
house and gave the man the money 
and that it was not trte that he kept it. 
Detective Cason could not be found yes- 
terday by Chief Connolly and others. 


Those City Court Cases. 

“Tt was told that the houses in the city 
were pulled regularly,” said she, ‘and 
when the city court cases were made 
against myself and the other houses on 
the street, I paid the fine of $10 without 
attaching any blame to any one.”’ 

Unknown to the Chief. 

Chief Connolly said last night that he 
had been told by Looney that he (the de- 
tective) had been summoned as a witness 
in the city court. The chief investigated 
the matter some time ago, with the view 
of learning if his men had made the cases 
in the city court without his knowledge. 
The names of Cason and Looney appear- 
ed as the prosecuting officers in the city 
cases in Solicitor Thomas’s court. Two 
regular patrolmen made the city record- 
er’s cases for selling liquors. 


The Anonymous Letter. 
The anonamous letter which brought 


yesterday 


It was not dated, but was mailed at 6:30 
o’clock on the night of the 25th, accord- 
ing to the postoffice stamp. The letter was 
written in pencil, addressed to Mr. G. E. 
Johnson. The writer of the letter is un- 
known to the officials and they state that 
the suspension of Looney was not made 
on any statements in the letter. It sim- 
ply served as a means of starting the in- 
vestigation, they say. 

The section of the letter which started 
the investigation is as follows: 

“T want to inform you of some things 
that are going on that I think are not right. 
although it is none of my business, more 
than I think there is enough crooks to rob 
the people without the officers assisting 
in it. You have a man on your detective 
force who has a woman to pay him for 
protection to run a house on Collins 
street. She will deny it when she is ap- 
proached about it, but if you pin her down 
she will confess that she does. It is Mrs. 
Gray.”’

GET OFF. JOHN BULL 


Congressman Livingston To Take Up the 
Venezuela Matter in Congress, — 


WILL ASK ENGLAND TO “GET” 


Has Two Resolutions Which He Will 
Introduce Next Week. 


AND RECOGNITION FOR CUBAN FIGHTERS 


Atlanta’s Congressman Has Something 
To Say About a Few Public Is- 
sues—Off for Washington. 


Your Uncle Lon Livingston went to Wash- 
ington on the “Flyer” Monday afternoon, 
armed to tHe teeth with a scheme for the 
relief of Veneztela from the encroachment 
of Great Britain. He will put his plan 
before congress at the very earliest oppor- 
tunity after it meets on Monday next. 

Mr. Livingston's plan will cause a na- 
tional sensation. He proposes that the 
United States government shall demand 
that England surrender to Venezuela the 
territory which John Bull, in his greed, 
has unrightfolly taken from the weaker 
country. 

Congressman Livingston was the first 
member of the national house to manifest 
friendliness toward Venezuela in the pres- 
ent trouble between that country and Great 
Britain. He took up the matter in the last 
house and earned the lasting gratitude of 
the Venezuelan government. He advocated 
the enforcement of the Monroe doctrine, 
and he will insist that that doctrine be 
carried out when the matter comes “up 


| again. 


So grateful for Congressman Livingstan’s 
proffered assistance wére the people of 
Venezuela that they invited him to visit 
their country. He went soon after the last 
adjournment of the last congress, and was 
received with the most signal ovation ever 
accorded to any American citizen in that 
country. He was feted from the day of 
his arrival until his departure, and the 
leading people of that country heaped hon- 
ors upon his head. 

Congressman Livingston’s visit was not 
merely for the purpose of being entertained 
and honored. He went with the more 
serious purpose of studying the merits of 
the boundary dispute, so that in future 
legislation upon the subject he might act 
the more intelligently. He studied the 
question carefully while im Venezuela, look- 
ing into all the records bearing on the 
subject. He became convinced that the 
disputed territory rightfully belonged to 
Venezuela, and that Great Britain’s occupa- 
tion of it was in violation of all equity 
and justice. It appeared to him, from a 
study of the question, that domineering 
John Bull had taken possession of the 
valuable territory for the reason that he 
had the strength to do it and Venezuela 
had not the strength to resist it. 

So the congressman returned to America 
fully convinced that-it was simply a matter 
of right that England evacuate fhe terri- 
tory and leave it in the undispwted posses- 
sion of the smaller and weaker govern- 
ment. 

Soon after congress convenes Congress- 
man Livingston will introduce a resolution 
calling for all the correspondence on the 
subject. This will put all the needed in- 
formation before congress, and any infor- 
matton needed to be acted upon will be 
at hand. 

At the same time this first resolution is 
introduced another will be submitted ask- 
ing that England give up this territory to 
Venezuela. The question which this vigor- 
ous resolution will thrust upon the country 
will be one of extreme sensational interest. 
What will happen in that event cannot be 
predicted. It will bring on a discussion 
such as this country has not had in a long 
while. 

Congressman Livingston is emphatically 
in favor of the rigid enforcement of the 
Monroe doctrine. He wiil urge its. enforce- 
ment in the foreign policy of this country. 

“The foreign policy of the United States,”’ 
said Colonel Livingston yesterday after- 
noon, ‘‘will be a prominent topic of legis- 
lation in the coming house. Cuba will 
figure largely in the proceedings. I suppose 
congress will hardly begin session a week 
before the friends of Cuba will show their 
heads. They will introduce legislation look- 
ing to the recognition of the belligerent 
rights of the insurgents. I believe there is 
a powerful sentiment among the American 
people in favor of Cuban freedom, and I 
believe it to be a strong probability that 
Cuba will get recognition from congress. 

“What will be the ultimate outcome of it 
all? Cuba will be annexed to America. It 
will belong to wus. 

“Yes, there will be considerable tariff 
legislation. It is a matter of necessity. If 
we do not do something to raise our revenue, 
there will be an enormous deficit before 
another year passes. 

‘“T believe there will be some substantial 
silver legislation in this congress. The re- 
publican party is beginning to realize that 
unless it recognizes silver it has no chances 
before the nation next year. 

“Mr. Crisp will most certainly receive 
the complimentary vote of his party for the 
speakership. No combination of men or of 
cliques can deprive him of that honor. 
He will most certainly receive the vote 
which, in simple courtesy, is due him.”

The Mexicans who came to Atlanta to 
make money during the exposition have 
made themselves conspicuous in the jus- 
tices’ courts.

GLEN WATERS IS DEAD. 


WAS FOR A LONG TIME AN AT- 
LANTA NEWSPAPER MAN. 


His Death Occurred Yesterday Morn- 
ing in New York After an Ii)- 
ness of Several Weeks. 


Glen Waters, for a number of years one 
of the best known and brightest of At- 
lanta’s newspaper men, died yesterday 
morning in New York city, which has been 
his home for the past few years. 

He was a man of very few words and 
exceedingly quiet demeanor, but one who 
had many friends. He was loyal to tnose 
be loved and was unswerving in his duty 
at all times. When he made Known his 
intention of leaving Atlanta, there was 
much regret, and despite the fact tLat he 
had a splendid opportunity to advance 
himself in Atlanta journalism, he deter- 
mined to strike out in New York and 
nothing could dissuade him from his pur- 
pose. 

‘From the very first he met wiih plenty of 
work. He made rapid headway and was 
connected with The Advertiser, The Morn- 
ing Journal and The New York Worid. 
He has in this city a number of relatives. 
He leaves a wife and children. His wife 
was a daughter of Professor Looney. 

The following dispatch from New York 
gives the sad news: 


‘‘New York, November °6—Glen Waters, 
a reporter on an afternoon newspaper and 
one of New York’s brightest newspaper 
men, died at his home this morning. Le 
had been in delicate health for some time, 
(but the immediate cause of his death was 
pneumonia superinduced by cerebro-spinal 
meningitis. He was about thirty-three 
years old 

“Mr. Waters was born in Milledgeville, 
Ga., and belonged to a good family of that 
state. He was educated in the University 
of Gecrgia and also studied for some years 
in the naval college of Annapolis. He was 
attached to the staff of The Atlanta Con- 
stitution in Henry Grady’s time, and, like 
many other southern journalists, drifted 
to New York as a wider field for talents 
that he undoubtedly possessed. He was 
known to the craft as a quiet, lovable gen- 
tleman and a puairticuiarly clever writer.”

Her hand and 
purse were always open to the widow and 
orphan. She was a lovely Christian lady, 
and she is today reaping her reward in a 
heavenly home, which God has prepared 
for all of his Taithful servants. 

“One of her chief delights was to see the 
young men and ladies, the youth and 
children made happy, and not a few will 
forget the many delightful entertainments 
she gave at her lovely home. Precious 
mother, thou art today basking in the 
sunlight of God’s eternal mansion, a place 
prepared by Him for all His saints, where 
He has called them to come up higher 
from earth to heaven, where there is no 
more sickness or death. Blessed are the 
dead who die in the Lord—yea, thrice 
blessed, for henceforth their good deeds 
do live after them.

Some Interesting Facts. 

Senor Mangel was enveloping a gas stove 
yesterday afternoon. 

“It’s a cold day. I like it. First winter 
I have spent in twenty years. Neither hot 
nor-cold down where I live—average temper- 
ature—moderate heat all the time. I like 
this cold weather. I would like to see it 
snow. Does it snow here much.” 

The commissioner emphasized his remarks 
by slapping his leg and rubbing his hands 
together ferociously. 

In reference to Cota Rica and her rela- 
tion to the Uni.ed States Senor Mangel gave 
some facts of timely importance. 

“The distance,’’ he said, ‘between New 
York and the Atlantic port of Costa Rica, 
called Port Limon, is about 2,300 miles, and 
the time required for the trip now is seven 
and a hali or eight days. 

“The distance between New Orleans and 
the same Port Limon jis about 1,500 miles, 
and the time required for the trip is be- 
tween i.ur and a half and five days. The 
ticket from New York to Limon is $75, and 
from New Orleans, $50. There are two 
steamers leaving Port Limon every week 
for New York city and one every week for 
New Orleans. 

“The articles exported from Costa Rica, 
and others that could be, are, first in im- 
portance, coffee; second, bananas, and oth- 
ers of minor importance so far are cocoa, 
woods, vanilla, sarsapari'la, fibres and va- 
rious tropical fruits, medical plants, tortoise. 
The importations from the United States 
made by Costa Rica consist of cotton and 
woolen goods, agricultural implements, man- 
ufactured iron and steel, wines, flour, whis-- 
kies, licuors of all kinds, all kinds of gro- 
ceries, ail kinds of paper and building ma- 
terial doors, windows and -ashes, furni- 
ture, carpeting, coal oil, coal, hardware, 
tinware, jewelry and other things. 

“In my opinion the principle needs to in- 
crease the trade between these countries are 
cheaper ways of transportation, reduced 
rates of commission and interest on the 
money, extension of time for the payment 
of the orders, better packing for the goods 
and more readiness on the part of manu- 
facturers to produce as desired by the Costa 
Rica consumers, more -readiness on the 
part ort the buyers of proilucts from Costa 
Rica to advance funds with the liberal 
conditions, but with good securities, that 
can be offered by the planters or merchants 
of that country, a more thorough study 
of the needs and conditions of that country, 
and finally a more widely spread knowledge 
in the United States as to the progress and 
other conditions of that land.” 

Villafranca on Costa Rica. 

Mr. Villafranca, one of the most astute 
foreigners at the fair, and the official 
representative of Costa Rica, talks also 
interestingly of his native country. It 
is his desire to see the republics of Central 
and South America brought in closer touch 
with the southern section of the United 
States. 

“It will be seen that Costa Rica is an 
important part of the narrow belt of 
land connecting the two great American 
continents and that it is the most south- 
ern of the Central American republics, 
and likewise the most southern extension 
of North America. Its northern neighbor 
is Nicaragua, where the proposed canal 
will form part of the boundary. It extends 
southward to the Isthmus of Panama, with 
the proposed canal close to its boundary. 
Its eastern coast is washed by the Car- 
fibbean Sea, part of the Atlantic and its 
western shores are lapped by the easy 
ewell of the Pacific. 

“There is a rich store of undeveloped 
resources, not only in the limitless and 
widely disseminated minerals beneath the 
pregnant surface, but in the endless pro- 
ductions of its fertile soil. 

“Those of us who have seen great fields

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of cotton plants in the southern states, 
which rarely attain the height of man, 
ars ill prepared to see huge cotton trees 
growing to the height of fifteen or twen- 
ty feet, with a great stem supporting 
numberless branches, which, in turn, are 
tipped by the snowy down. 

“The ptimitive lack of development in 
Costa Rica is clearly shown by the lumber 
industry. In spite of having some of the 
grandest forests in the world, it is really 
very difficult to secure finished boards. 
The native way of cutting up logs into 
boards is about as crude as are our mills 
and sugar factories. When I tell you that 
common boards of ordinary dimensiois 
bring from $1.00 to $2.00 each you will 
understand what future fortunes will be 
made in working up woods that cost: al- 
most nothing. The forests of Costa Rica 
are an incalculable natural wealth. 
Throughout the length and breadth of the 
country the lands are thickly covered 
with gigantic trees. Many of these are 
among the finest in the world, and all 
are of a rare quality. We find here unsur- 
passed building material, magnificent orn- 
amental and cabinet woods, such as ma-~ 
hogany, rosewood, cedar, lignum vitae 
and a hundred other precious varieties, 
besides a number of dye woods, such as 
annetto and indigo. All of these woods 
will be a very important harvest for future 
generations; but today, owing to the pal- 
pable lack of sufficient population, and 
the rapidly increasing demands of the 
coffee industry, but little attention has 
been given to the forest of wealth. Along 
the sea shore, where the means of trans- 
portation are easy, some of the woods have 
been marketed, but the interior trees stand 
very much as they did one hundred years 
ago. The possibilities of banana culture 
are unlimited and the fertility of the soil 
exhaustless. 

“There is hardly a country in the world 
better adapted to become a great center, 
well as a great manufacturing place. 
the sugar cane, which does not 
replanted every two or three 
eight or ten, grows and 
thrives in a most remarkable inanner, 
giving its sweet juice every day of the 
yaer; a yield of three orfourcrops of corn 
a year; wheat, two crops; rice, two and 
three corps; beans, two crops; yuca for 
starch, evcry day of the year; cocoa, two 
regular small crops a year, and small 
quantities every day of the year; onions 
and other vegetables every day of the year, 
etc. 

“Cattle are imported 
to supply the market with meat, notwith- 
Standing that cattle can be allowed to 
roam, when they take care of themselves, 
as there is an abundance of water, a per- 
petual verdure and no winter necessitating 
stable feeding. 

“There is neither beginning nor ending to 
the owering seasons. There is neither winter 
nor summer, neither May nor December, 
but the flowers from month to month 
and from year to year are in a state of 
perpetual bloom. There is no withering 
autumn, nor is winter lethargy manifested 
by plant life.’’ 

The commissioner, speaking of the cof- 
fee industry, expressed himself thus: 

“Everybody in Costa Rica who has a lit- 
tle money and some ambition owns a cof- 
fee plantation or farm of some sort. Even 
mflusicians, lawyers, politicians and all pro- 
fessional men, in one way or another, are 
either directly or indirectly interested in 
farms. 

“The gentlemen farmers are the rulers 
of the land. Coffee farming is, at the 
present time, the primary industry of the 
republic. 

“Costa Rica coffee has become famous 
throughout the world.’ 

As he goes on showing the different 
processes of coffee preparing, and as he 
shows this valuable article already in bags 
and at the shipping points, he makes 
the following remarks: 

“Now that the coffee is ready for ex- 
port and marked Havre, Hamburg, Liver- 
pool, London, etc., the question naturally 
arises,-is there any marked New York, 
New Orleans or Baltimore? To this Il 
have to answer with deep regret that very 
little is marked that way, as most of the 
bulk of the crop is bought by European 
firms, who send their agents several months 
in: advance of the harvest time, with suf- 
ficient power either to buy outright or to 
furnish funds with liberal conditions to 
farmers agreeing to consign their products. 

“The same cannot be said about the 
American merchants. They do not make 
any efforts to secure the products of these 
countries, nor attempt to furnish their 
markets -with the manufactured articles 
which are produced in the United States. 
his state of affairs ought to be changed, 
and it is natural that it should be. 
“Why should the Americans allow Eng- 
land, Germany, France or Spain to sell 
to Spanish America what they can pro- 
duce in as good or better way, having 
besides and to their favor, the proximity 
of these miagmsts, and hence the cheaper 
and more rapid communication? Thous- 
ands of dollars are sent to foreign coun- 
tries every year in exchange for undressed 
material, as well as for the purpose of se- 
curing docirs, windows, sashes; mould- 
ings, furniture, etc. 

“The same need is met with in a great 
many other industries for which the raw 
material is found easily and abundantly 
throughout the country. For instance: Cot- 
ton goods could very well be manufactured 
in that place the same as candles, soap, 
shoes, gloes, sugar, beer, flour, whiskies, 
saddles, hats, confectionaries, canned fruits 
and vegetables, oils paper, rope, cigars, 
cigarettes and plug tobacco, rubber goods, 
perfumery, brooms, baskets, wooden ware, 
agricultural implements, carts and wagons, 
ciothing, underwear, envelopes, leather 
belting, lard, hams, umbrellas, cheese and 
butter, macaroni and vermicelli, crackers 
and biscuits, salt and a hundred other ar- 
ticles which it would be tiresome to enum- 
erate, but which ought to be produced 
there, not only for local consumption, but 
also to export to the neighboring repub- 
lies of Nicaragua, nonduras, Salvador and 
Guatemala, as well as to various ports 
of Colombia, Venezuela and the West In- 
dies. 

“It is of the greatest importance for 
Cost. Rica to increase the means of com- 
munication, establishing! ‘new railroads, 
puting up steam vessels on the rivers 
and coasts, ete. All these enterprises will 
always be most gladly received by the 
people and cheerfully taken under con- 
sideration by the government. 

“It is in Costa Rica where the. enter- 
prising American can place his capital 
to increase his revenue, and where a man 
of thrift and perseverance can buiid up 
for himself and family a bright future 
not to be found in the United States, where 
the competition is great, the requirements 
of the people well provided for and finally 
where the land and climatic conditions 
hinder a man engaged in agricultural pur- 
suits from obtaining the justly sought 
for compensation.”

RESOLUTIONS OF RESPECT. 
Many Kind Words Said of the Late 
Justice Jackson’s Life. 
Washington, November 26.—In accord- 
ance with a request for a meeting of the 
bar of the supreme court of the United 
States held last week, Attorney General 
Harmon yesterday presented to the court 
the resolutions adopted by the meeting in 
respect to the late Associate Justice Jack- 
son, and asked that they be spread on the 

minutes. 

Chief Justice Fuller in responding said; 

“There is little in the performance of 
judicial duty to attract popular attention 
or to win popular applause, but the influ- 
ence or faithful service such as his—of 
labors so abundant, of a life shortened by 
effort in the public interest, ‘cut like dia- 
mond with its own dust’—can scarcely be 
overestimated, and sooner or later will 
receive its meed of recognition.” 

The incident at the close of Justice 
Jackson’s career, referred to by the at- 
torney general, (his coming from a sick 
room to attend the rehearing of the in- 
come tax cases) was characteristic of the 
man. Devotion to duty had marked his 
course throughout, and he found in its 
inspiration the strength -to overcome the 
weakness of the outward man, as weak 
and languid, he appeared in his seat for 
the last time in obedience to the demand 
of public exigency. The response to the 
roll call, under such circumstances gives 
complete assurance—though, in deed, it 
was not needed—that when, a few wecks 
later, he came to the passage of the river, 
a good conscience, to whom in Tis life- 
time he had spoken to meet hitn there, 
lent him his hand and so helped him over. 

The resolutions and remarks by which 
they have been accompanied, will be en- 
tered on the records, and the court will 
adjourn to next Mongay.

The cotton picker at the exposition has 
become the topic of conversation. The 
astonishment caused by its successful op-' 
eration every day in the exposition cotton 
field has impressed itself upon that very 
busy body, the exposition board of direc- 
iors. 

It is safe to say that almost all, if not 
all that body of staid, conservative busi- 
ness men, have prophesied the impossi- 
bility of making such a machine, and now 
that it is upon them they can scarcely 
credit their own senses.

Manufacturers think the mild 
weather of the autumn has had considera- 
ble to do with the trade. 

In what are known as staple cottons the 
heavy orders of a few months ago are still 
untilled, and the local mills are fairly well 
engaged until January. Of the 220,000 pieces 
produced weekly 173,000 pieces will be ship- 
ped next week and 132,000 pieces each week 
in December. Under these conditions there 
can be no great accumulation of stock 
here, and this fact is encouraging. 

The uncertainty in the cotton market 
is having the effect of strengthening the 
demands of manufacturers for higher 
prices. The supply of cheap cotton bought 
a year ago is rapidly disappearing and ex- 
cept in a few mills it will all be gone when 
the new year opens. To renew their stocks 
most of the mills will have to buy on a ba- 
sis of 8% cents, about 3 cents higher than 
they paid a vear ago. That the profits of 
the past year were large has already been 
told in the quarterly statement of divi- 
dends and it is reflected in numerous ad- 
ditions to mith property now being made, 

The days are passing when mills here 
will make only staridard print cloths. To 
show this more clearly any of the weekly 
statements of brekers may be taken, and 
the figures of the stock on hand and 
sales of the week will speak for thefn- 
selves. Last week, fo example, the stock 
of goods held here was 109,000 pieces, and 
of this amount only 40,000 pieces were regu- 
lars, 69,000 being odds. Of the sales 44,000 
pieces were odds and only 10,000 pieces reg- 
ulars. 

There is no change in the strike affairs 
at the Mechanics’ mill. The authorities 
are putting up as best they can with the 
poor work of incompetent help and will 
continue the fight. Meanwhile the slasher 
tenders and drawing in -girls are finding 
work elsewhere and will have a further 
trial of strength with the Mechanics’ au- 
thorities later on. The troubles with the 
spinners at this mill are being remedied, 
and as quickly as possible.

New York, November 26.—Ilrrezujarity 
was one of the principal characteristics 
of the market today. First there was a 
declitie of exports owing to the disappoint- 
ing Liverpool advices, then this loss was 
recovered on local and southern buying 
and some improvement in Liverpool, as 
well as continued small receipts at the 
ports and interior towns, but still later 
the market again took a downward turn. 
This was due to an unexpectedly large es- 
timate of the New Orleans receipts to- 
morrow, selling by New Orleans, Liver- 
pool and New York and a lessened de- 
mand from the shorts, many of whom 
covered yesterday, although the market 
here at one, time stood 5 to 7 points high- 
er than at the close yesterday. It lost 
all this improvement on the New Orleans 
estimate and long liquidation and closed 
barely steady at a net decline for the 
day of 4 to 5 points. The trading had 
something of a holiday character, for 
communication with the south was very 
slow, owing to the storm and many are 
averse to trading heavily owing to the fact 
that Thursday will be Thanksgiving Day. 
There was some business in October, 1896, 
today at 8.25 to 8.33, and this may aiso 
have had some unfavorable influence, 
Then 162 members of the exchange made 
an average estimate of the crop of 7,022,000 
bales, and this may have some effect on 
Liverpool tomorrow. Manchester was 
quiet and steady. The New Orleans re- 
ceipts tomorrow are estimated at 73,000 to 
15,000 against 14,388 last week, 13,107 last 
year and 10,310 in 1893. Houston expects 
tomorrow 6,000 to 6,000 bales against 9,675 
last year. The port receipts today were 
33,464 against 38,540 last week, 65,933 last 
year and 659,426 in 1893. Thus far this 
week they are 109,709 against 111,465 thus 
far last week. Manufacturers’ receipts 
today 2,827 against 4,039 last year; Hous- 
ton 12,462 against 12,938 last week and 
19,414 last year; Augusta 975 against 998 
and 1,331 last year. Spot cotton here was 
quiet and unchanged with sales of 207 for 
spinning. Augusta, Mobile and Savannah 
advanced i-l6c: Charleston and Baltimore 
2c. At most points of distribution the re- 
ceipts continued light, the political and 
financial outlook is ~ brighter and tiie spot 
demand continues brisk both in this coun- 
try and in England. While this state of 
things continues to exist we do not an- 
ticipate any marked decline, and on the 
reactions we still believe it to be the wis- 
est course to buy.

The Sun’s Cotton Review. 


New York, November 26—Cotton fell 4 
points, then recovered this and advanced 5 
to 7 points, them lost this and closed barely 
steady at a net decline of 4 to 5 points with 
sales of 239,900 bales. 

Today’s features—The bulls were undoubt- 
edly disappointed at the early Liverpool 
news, for that market made practically n9 
response to the rice here yesterday, and 
the result was a moderate demand at the 
outset. But the less was speedily recovered 
when the receipts were found to be moder- 
ate. Southern operators showed a disposi- 
tion to buy and a very fair advance fol- 
lowed. After all Liverpool was still active 
and the receipts not only at the ports, but 
at the interior towns, continued to be below 
those of last year and 1893. The Houston 
estimate for tomorrow moreover Was mod- 
erate. New Orleans sent buying orders 
There was a better trade in dry goods. The 
financial and political outlook in Kurope was 
more favorable and British consois were 
higher. Still later, however, the market got 
another setback from the surprisingly large 

estimate of the New Orleans receipts tomor- 
row and local southern and Liverpool sell- 
ing. There is believed to be an underc urrent 
of strength, but just at the moment many 
operators are inclined to even up their 
transactions, for fear something may hap- 
pen over Thanksgiving day. The spot mar- 
ket continues brisk here and abroad; spots 
are rising at the south, [european political 
and business situation is brighter and the 
majority of operators believe that the crop 
is decidedly smaller than that of last year. 


Riordan & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 

New York, November 26.—(Special.)—The 
cotton market was nervous and variable to- 
day.

Opening prices here were 
lower with January at 8.44, but later the 
market became strong, January advancing 
to 8.55. At this point holders began taking 
profits and prices yielded under the selling.

Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 

New York, November 26.—The temper of 
the market has again become bearish if the 
action of the local traders is any indication 
of the prevailing sentiment. This change 
appears to be based on the idea that the 
recent rains south will raise the rivers and 
increase the movement of the crop. Then 
they advance the argument that the local 
short interest covered freely yesterday, 
and in the absence of that support the mar- 
ket is likely to ease. Whether these ideas 
are correct or not will depend on the move- 
ment of the crop, which at the present time 
promises to be less than the net movement 
last week. Our advices from Livérpool are 
conflicting. One correspondent reports a 
weaker undertone with an unfavorable 
opinion, while the other states Manchester 
may be expected to buy her consumption 
daily, and stating unless the movement im- 
proves prices will decline. The market 
closed barely steady under local and New 
Orleans realizing, a-natural result of the 
advance of yesterday. As stated before, 
the temper of the market is bearish, based 
on local conditions rather than crop condi- 
tions. 


The -Dry Goods Market. 


New York, November 26.—The Journal of 
Commerce and Commercial Bulletin in its 
weekly review of the dry goods market 
Says: ‘“‘There were two days of cold weath- 
er during the week under review, but with 
the exception of these the weather has 
been just about as favorable for winter 
trade as it well could be, the temperature 
being unseasonably high, with yesterday 
and today persistently raining.

The Cereal Situation. 


From The New York Daily Stockholder. 

There was pot a new development either 
fovorable or other wise in the commercial 
aspect of the wheat market la3t week. 
Tired longs, discouraged by the continued 
rapid increase in the visible supply and 
the absence of stimulating news, sold rather 
freely, causing a moderate decline in prices. 
The news was by no means altogether de- 
pressing, but the trade is pervaded at pres- 
ent by decidedly pessimistic views owing 
to the above mentioned increase in stocks, 
and the speculative stagnation which pre- 
vails' not only in this market, but in nearly 
al of the speculative markets. In this con- 
dition of matters it will take a more power- 
ful stimulus than yet seen to arouse senti- 
ment and lift the market owt of its present 
rut. According to the best information ov- 
tainable about supplies this year, there is a 
good prospect of higher prices some time 
between now and next May, but the situa- 
tion is very slow to develop its strong 
points, principally because of the enormous 
movement of spring wheat — tne ee 
taney that the shortens

high prices which winter wheat commands, 
particularly at country milling points, indi- 
favorable or otherwise in the commercial 
cates that this factor will be an important 
one whenever the movement of spring wheat 
falls off. There has never been any doubt 
that the spring wheat crop was the largest 
ever raised in this country, and although 
the movemer: has already begun to de- 
crease there is every probability that it 
will continue large for a few weeks to come. 

The northwestern mills continue to grind 
at about their full capac ity and the move- 
ment of winter wheat is very moderate, but 
these tremendous receipts have so far domi- 
nated the situation, and litthe can be ex- 
pected of the market until there is some 
relief in this direction. although the in- 
creasing purchases by European buyers as 
the price declines ought to prevent any 
material decline and is encouraging to pur- 
chases on weak spots. 

There seems to be a general agreement 
among the so-called authorities that the re- 
cent rains have been of great benefit to the 
growing crop of winter wheat and that fair 
results may yet be obtained. Messrs. C. A 
King & Co., of Toledo, make a report 
based ” replies received from 3,259 reliable 
grain alers and millers, covering the 
eight Bin winter wheat states. It 
shows that the crap is backward, although 
greatly improved by recent rains. ‘The con- 
dition is placed at about 85 per cent of an 
average and the plant is more susceptible 
than usual to a severe. winter. ‘The ex- 
tremely cold wave which has developed in 
the west promises ‘s close internal naviga- 
tion. If it eontinues there will be little 
heard about the winter wheat crop, except 
fcr the bureau report next month, until 
next spring when it will be strange, indeed, 
if the trade is not treated to seme crop 
scare. What effect the closing of naviga- 
tion wili have on prices remains to be seen. 
There is usually a let up in receipts scon 
after this occurs. The movement of wheat 
to primary markets shows some decrease as 
can be seen by the following table of weekly 
receipts at nine principal points of accumu- 
lation, but the decrease is not yet very im- 


portant:

The fact that export clearances continue 
liberal and that European buyers are in- 
creasing their purchases as the price in 
this country declines are very encouraging 
features, and may be expected to have more 
influence on the market when there is any 
relief from the present volume of receipts. 
Nothing new has come to hand in regard to 
the Argentine crop, except some mail ad- 
vices, which are too old to be of much in- 
terest. The probability that exports from 
that country will not much exceed those 
from the last crop, and the shortage in the 
Russian crop, are encouraging to hopes of 
a steady demand for American wheat. 

There is little of interest in the markets 
for corn and oats. The feeling among pro- 
fessional opcrators is generally bearing on 
corn and the price has.declined somewhat 
in anticipation of larger receipts now that 
the weather is cold, but advices from the 
west continue to report large amounts of 
corn being put in cribs by parties who will 
hold for higher prices, and the movement 
this winter is not likely to be excessive 
at the present range of prices.

sition. 
Others Who Spoke. 

Mr. Fogarty, of Richmond, spoke in favor 
of the bill. He said that the work of the 
commission would be in the hands of the 
best and most reputable men of the state. 
He called attention to the fact that the 
commission entrusted with the making of 
contracts was composed of the governor, 
the secretary of the state, the attorney 
general, comptroller general and the state 
school commissioner, the chancellor of the 
State university, the superintendent of one 
county local system and three reputable 
citizens. He thought there could be no 
doubt but that the action of these patriotic 
representatives would be just and benefi- 
cial to the people of the state. The state of 
Georgia, he believed, could make a better 
contract than any county board of educa- 
tion could possibly make. The bill was for 
the poor people of the state, and he hoped 
that the house would pags it. 

Mr, Farmer, of Coweta, spoke against the 
bill. It was paternal in its character. He 
wanted to give the children in the rural 
districts better books than the city chil- 
dren had. They could not go to school as 
long and should have better buoks. 

Mr, Holland, of Cobb, also spoke against 
the bill. He said that it had been discuss- 
ed before the committee, and that several 
prominent educators had appeared before 
that body who were opposed to the meas- 
ure. The national superintendent of educa- 
tion Was opposed to it and had stated that 
it would require millions of dollars for the 
state to go into the wholesale selling of 
textbooks. It would require about $3,030,000 
to start on, and would be a continued ex- 
pense.

The Supreme Court Increase. 

The supreme court bill by Mr. 
Fleming, of Richmond, came up for 
action late yesterday and went over 
as — unfinished business’ until today. 
it iS entitled, “A bill to amend the con- 
Stitution of the state of Georgia by adding 
a new paragraph, so as to change the 
organization of the supreme court; to in- 
crease the number of associate judges: 
to provide for their election by the people.” 

Mr. Fleming spoke until the hour of 
adjournment on the bill. He will con- 
tinue his speech today. 
there has not been a bill before the 
house,’”’ said he, “of more vital import- 
ance than the one we now have for con- 
Sideration. Surely there is nothing so con- 
ducive to-the welfare of the people and the 
good government ofthe state as the prop- 
er administration of justice, and I trust 
that it will receive the sincere and pa- 
triotic attention of every member of this 
house, and when we come to vote upon 
this question every member will approach 
the spirit of patriotism, forgetful of any 
difference or private opinions that any 
of us may have kad in our previous judg- 
ment in this matter. I have given consid- 
erable thought to the question, but I do 
not claim that everybody else is wrong 
and that I am right, necessarily. I have 
certain facts which I wish to place in the 
possession of the members of this house, 
and I trust that when that is done and the 
other gentlemen who differ with me have 
been heard, every member will make 
up his mind as to the law in the case 
and bring in a verdict accordingly. O 
objection to the consideration of this ade. 
ter is that it has three questions that 
the house will have to decide. The first is, 
is there any necessity for such a bill?— 
second, is the plan of relief suggested by 
this bill the’ proper plan of relief—and, 
third, is the method outlined in this bill 
for the selection of these extra judges 
the right one? 

“I am going to discuss these three ques- 
tions as brief as I can and in the order 
in which I have stated them. First, as to 
the necessity that the supreme court be 
given some relief. It would not be at all 
necessary for me to argue this before the 
judiciary committee, or for the purpose 
of giving any additional infcrmation to 
any of the lawyers here who are familiar 
with the business of the supreme court. 
But I realize that there are a great many 
members of this house who are not law- 
yers, who are business men and who per- 
haps may need some information upon that 
point before taking steps for granting 
adiitional help to the supreme court. 

Great Increase of Work. 

“When that court was established, many 
years before the war, there were less than 
one hundred cases returned to it. The 
court has been growing with the business 
interests of the state, until now there are 
more than seven hundred cases to be 
brought before the court. It has increased 
seven fold, and every prospect now is that 
next year there will be eight hundred 
cases filed in the supreme for their 
decision. It is utterly impossible, gentle- 
men, for any three men in the state of 
Georgia or any other state to properly 
hear, consider and determine seven hun- 
dred legal cases every year. It is a phys- 
ical, and I might say a mental impossi- 
bility. It cannot be properly done. : 

“Fortunately or unfortunately, I do not 
know which, the supreme court in Geor- 
gia cannot allow the business to accum- 
ulate, as the supreme court of the United 
States can. There is no law compelling 
the supreme court of the United States 
to pass upon its questions at any partic- 
ular time, and therefore the supreme court 
of the United States dispose of cases as 
they desire. But in Georgia there is a 
provision in our constitution to the effect 
that the supreme court shall decide 
everything, if not at the first term then 
at the second term. The judges must de- 
cide right or wrong, whether they have 
the time to hear them or not. Something 
must be done to dispose of them. For sev- 
eral years our supreme court has been ab- 
solutely unable to file written opinions 
in any large number of their cases at all. 
I believe there are some volumes of the 
supreme court decisions that are without 
one single written opinion in the entire 
volume. The situation has grown 80 S¢- 
rious that the supreme court judges tell 
me and others tell me that they cannot 
keep up this regular work, and that they 
will simply have to hear and decide ques- 
tions as they come and let the others 
take care of themselves. 

Justice Would B eDenied. 

“Suppose, for instance, out of the seven 
hundred cases the supreme court would 
hear and decide only five hundred, the 
result would be that the other two hundred 
would have lapsed. In other words the 
judgment of the lower court would be 
confirmed. That would result in an 
absolute denial of justice the 
citizens of Georgia, and would 
pring about a state of affairs that would be 
disgraceful to our state. When we try to 
reorganize this court in order to make it 
efficient we do not cast any reflection on the 
constitutional convention in regard to the 
number of judges. We have simply out- 
grown the provision that was put in the 
constitution. It is a matter that calls for 
legislation. I have only had the time to 
show the necessity of this action, and I 
will take it for granted when I begin to

Other Work of the Session. 

Mr. Branan, of Fulton, introduced two 
new bills—one to vest the management and 
care of all jails and'‘persons confined there- 
in under the control of the board of com- 
missioners of roads and revenues; the other 
to limit the amount of compensation to be 
paid to the ordinary, clerk of the superior 
court, tax collector, tax receiver, court 
stenographer, etc., of the county of Ful- 
ton. 

The biii by Mr. Symmons, of Glynn, to 
repeal the act establishing a county court 
in each county of the state, except certain 
counties therein named, so far as it affected 
the county of Glynn, was passed. 

The resolution by Mr. Boynton, of Cal- 
houn, requesting the governor to pay the 
past due coupons of the Northeastern rail- 
road, was also passed. . 

The committee on railroads made an ad- 
verse report on the bill to regulate sleeping 
car service on passenger trains in the state 
of Georgia. They also reported adversely 
the bill to compel all railroad companies to 
keep bulletin boards at each station. 


THE SENATE’S WORK. 
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Some Important Bills Passed—Several 
New Ones Introduced. 

Yesterday morning when the senate con 
vened the names of Senators Harrison and 
Craigo were added to the committee on deaf 
and dumb, upon motion of Senator McClure. 

A bill amending the law setting apart a 
year’s support for widows and minors from 
estate’s passed the senate yesterday. The 
Till was introduced by Senator Sheppard 
and amends section 2571 of the code of 
1882, which provides for a year’s support for 
the widow and minor children of a decedent 
by striking therefrom the word “one” in 
the twenty-first line and inserting in lieu 
thereof the word “two.” The section as 
amended provides that upon the death of 
any person heaving an estate and a widow 
and minor children, the appraisers of the 
estate appointed by the ordinary, shall set 
aside a sutiiciency from the estate to sup- 
port the widow and nfttnor children, or 
widow or minor child or children, and that 
provision set apart for the year’s support 
shall in no event be less than $200. 
The law before amended was that the 
provision should in no case be less than 
$1.00. 

Senators Beeks and Lumpkin both spoke 
against the bill They said the present 
law set apart a sufficiency from estates 
to support the widows and minor children. 
Senator Sheppard made a long argument 
in favor of the passage of the amend- 
ment and Senator McGregor also spoke 
for it. After the arguments of these sena- 
tors the aves and nays were called and 
the vote stood: Ayes 4, noes 6, 


Other Bills Passed. 

The house bill to create a board of edu- 
cation for the town of Lithonia and to 
prescribe its powers and duties was pass- 
ed by the senator. 

Other bills passed are: 

A bill to amend an act incorporating 
the town of Greyton to define the qualifi- 
cations of voters therein. 

A bill to incorporate the town of Cohutta, 
in the county of Whitfield. 

A bill to provide for the removal of all 
obstructions from the running streams of 
tilbert county. 

New Bills. 

Senator Wilson, of. the fifth, introduced 
a bill to amend section 3837 of the code, 
relating to cases in which subscribing wit- 
nesses must be provided with certain 
stated exceptions, by adding at the end of 
said section the following additional ex- 
ception: “5th. If the party executing the 
written instrument under oath admits its 
execution.”’ 

Senator Wilson also introduced another 
bill relative to cases in which subscribing 
witnesses are produced. It is to authorize 
any written instrument to be admitted in 
evidence when the subscribing witnesses 
are dead, insane, fncompetent, inaccessi- 
ble, or being produced, do not recollect 
the transaction. It is provided ingthis that 
proof must be produced to show that the 
subscribing witnesses did actually sign 
the written document. 

Another bill introduced in the senate 
provides that hunting and fishing on the 
lands of others in this state without the 
permission of the owner shall b@& deemed 
a misdemeanor, provided another section 
of the act which provides that all lands 
thus protected shall be posted with large 
signs is complied with by the owner of 
the land 


MAYOR MYERS WRITES. 


He Believes Cities and Towns Should 
Be Given Certain Rights. 


Hon. Herman Myers, mayor of Savannah, 
has addressed a letter to the. members of 
the legislature and others, calling their at- 
tention to the bill of Senator Osborne, pro 
viding for an amendment to the constitu- 
tion so as to permit incorporated cities and 
towns to tax different classes of property 
within their taxable limits at different 
rates. 

He points out that there is nothing com- 
pulsory in this, but that it merely gives the 
cities or towns privilege to make such a 
distinction should they desire to do so. 

Mr. Myers argues that this would result, 
in Savannah, in the reduction of the rate of 
interest in banks at least 1 per cent and 
probably more. Until a recent decision of 
the supreme court, Savannah taxed money 
in banks at a lower rate than other proper- 
ty, “because,’”’ as he puts it, “this was the 
circulating medium of the people.”” He says 
real estate and other property were greatly 
benefited by this low rate of interest. Since 
the Weed decision, however, the rate has 
been higher. 

Mayor Myers continues: 

“If this reduction of interest could be 
general all over the state, the beneficial re- 
sults to the people of Georgia would be 
very great, If this amendment is passed, 
each city and town in the state can do as it 
pleases. That is to say, can tax all prop- 
erty uniformly at one rate, or can put dif- 
ferent rates on different classes, according 
to their requirements, and, inasmuch as the 
members of the municipal boards are elect- 
ed by the people, nothing could be done in 
this regard which did not meet with the 
approval of the majority of citizens of 
each city or town. Of course this amend- 
ment will not at all affect state and county 
taxation, which will remain uniform on all 
classes of property in cities and towns as 
well as in the country—it merely gives an 
additional right to the municipal govern- 
ments of the state as to municipal taxation 
only.’’

Judge Clark Pronounced Sentence on 
Lewis Hanvey Yesterday. 


HE GOES TO THE PEN FOR LIFE 


The Prisoner Will Probably Be Carried 
to the Chattahoochee Convict 
Camp This Morning. 


Lewis Hanvey, convicted of killing his 
wife last spring, was sentenced to life 
imprisonment in the penitentiary yester- 
day by Judge Richard Clark. 

.The sentence was pronounced in the 
superior courtroom ‘yesterday morning, 
although the prisoner was not present. The 
order was taken and will probably be pre- 
sented the sheriff this morning and the 
wife murderer will be delivered to the 
penitentiary transfer guard, who will carry 


Yesterday morning Attorney Austin, who 
represented Hanvey during the trial, asked 
that his client be sentenced, as he would 
abide by the verdict of the jury which 
passed upon his guilt a few weeks ago. 
Judge Clark asked that the prisoner be 
brought into court to receive sentence, but 
Mr. Austin waived the presence of the 
prisoner and the sentence Was pronounced 
without Dr. Hanvey being in the court- 
room. 

For the present Dr. Hamtvey will be car- 
ried to the convict camps of the Chatta- 
hoochee Erick Company, where he will 
begin to serve the long years of labor that 
the future contains. The camps at the 
Chattahoochee river will be but a tempora- 
ry home for the condemned man, and as 
s00n as the arrangements are made, he 
will doubtless be removed to other quar- 
ters. If he is carried to the camps this 
morning, he will be put to work this af- 
ternoon and his daily task will be assigned 
tim. There will be no preliminaries and he 
will be put to work as soon as he reaches 
the camps. In a day or two he will don 
the stripes and will then fully realize the 
price of his crime. 

Hianvey is thoroughly satisfied with the 
verdict of the jury which convicted him 
and recommended a life sentence; so sat- 
isfied in fact, that when the foreman of 
the jury read the verdict the prisoner was 
warmly congratulated by his friends and 
counsel The killing of his wife occurred 
last spring on the streets, and she was

Mrs. Hanvey had been into the 
city for the purpose of making some pur- 
chases, when sne was overtaken on her 
return home by her husband, from whom 
she had been separated for several years. 
With Mrs, Hanvey was her little daugh- 
ter, Ethel.
